All plans 


THE future of a multi¬ 
million pound scheme 
to dual the final stretch 
of the All is looking 
increasingly uncertain 
after ministers said it 
could fall victim to 
budget cuts. 

Plans to dual a nine-mile 
stretch between Thetford 
and Barton Mills was one 
of the region's top election 
issues last month, with 
both David Cameron and 
Nick Clegg speaking out in 
support of the project. 

But new doubts over the pro¬ 
ject, which will cost between £106 
million and £147 million, have 
been raised after the Government 
said its funding would be assess¬ 
ed in a UK-wide spending review 

It means no decision on the 
scheme will be taken until the 
autumn at the earliest.

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The findings of planning in¬ 
spector Neil Taylor, who oversaw 
the All public inquiry, have 
already been sent to the Govern¬ 
ment although nothing from the 
report, including any recom¬ 
mendations, has been disclosed. 

A Department for Transport 
spokesman said: “The Govern¬ 
ment has made clear its most 
urgent priority is to tackle the 
UK’s record budget deficit to 
restore confidence in the 
economy and support the 
recovery. 

“As part of its plan to eliminate 
the bulk of the deficit over the 
course of this parliament, the 
Government will undertake a full 
spending review, reporting in the 
autumn. The Department for 
Transport will play a full part in 
that process. 

“Once the spending review is 
completed, the department will 
be in a position to identify those 


major transport schemes that it 
can support, consistent with the 
Government's objectives.” 

West Suffolk MP Matthew 
Hancock said: “We all know the 
country’s finances are in a mess, 
but this is a crucial project both 
for Suffolk and the whole of East 
Anglia. 

“I will keep up the pressure to 
ensure we are top of the list for 
whatever money becomes avail¬ 
able for road improvements. 

“A delay isn’t brilliant, but we 
are still in the mix and still 
fighting for funding.” 

Cllr Tim Huggan, who repre¬ 
sents the Barton Mills area for 
Forest Heath District Council, 
said: “I cannot see it surviving this 
spending review. There was a rush 
to get the project started before 
the election because it’s harder to 
scrap something when the 
diggers are in. But it was delayed 
by the public inquiry and now I 
can’t see it happening.”

Heartbreak after 
office horror fall 


THE childhood sweetheart of a 
man who died when he fell from 
an office building said her 
husband was her “best friend and 
soul mate” 

Father-of-two Iain Campbell died at 
around 6.45pm last Tuesday after the 
fatal fall from the Westbrook Centre, off 
Milton Road, Cambridge. 

The 49-year-old was the human 
resources manager with RAND Europe, 
an independent not-for-profit think tank. 

His wife Sheila was waiting for him to 
come home to Quarry Lane, Swaffham 
Bulbeck, and feared the worst when 
police officers came to the door. 

She said: “He normally gave me a 
phone at 6.30pm to say he was on his way 
home. I noticed it was 6.45pm and he 
had not phoned. I rang his mobile, it rang 
out. I rang again, it rang out. 

“An accident like that - there was no 
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goodbye. I have lost my best friend and 
soul mate. 

“I am so heartbroken for the girls. We 
have two gorgeous girls.” 

The couple lived in the neighbouring 
Scottish villages of Kilmacolm and 
Kilbarchan, Renfrewshire, when they 
were younger. 

Mrs Campbell 45, said: “I’ve known 
him since I was 17. We were childhood 
sweethearts. We got married in 1986. 

“We were a really happy family. I 
always thought we were the happiest 
family in the world. I knew I was happy 
with him and he was happy with me.” 

They came to Great Wilbraham in 1993 
and moved to Swaffham Bulbeck four 
years ago. The couple’s two daughters 
attend King’s School Ely - Helen turned 


17 on Thursday and Fiona is 13. 

Mr Campbell was a member of 
Newmarket Diving Club and was a 
trained diving instructor. The couple ran 
a small mail order business from home in 
the 1990s. 

Mrs Campbell said: “I really liked 
working with him. We could do 24/7 
together.” 

She said her husband was a “good 
man” who was liked by his work 
colleagues. She said he had worked in 
London but it did not suit his family life. 

She said: “Just last week he said to me: 
‘Happy fifth of June.’ It was 24 years to 
the day since he proposed to me.” 

Police are not treating the death as 
suspicious. 

David Morris, Coroner for South and 
West Cambridgeshire, opened and 
adjourned an inquest on Friday. The 
cause of Mr Campbell’s death was 
multiple traumatic injuries. 


Jockeys give chase as horse bolts in High Street

apt PLASTICS LTD 
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Doubt cast 
over £1.3bn 
A14 revamp 


THE upgrade of the A14 
faces an uncertain future 
after a public inquiry was 
postponed indefinitely 
because of doubts about 
funding. 

The revamp has a 
price tag of £1.3 billion 
but the Government said 
a full review of spending 
meant “no assurances” 
could be given about 
whether the project would 
be supported. 

The announcement 
last Thursday was wel¬ 
comed by campaigners, 
but a business leader 
warned it could herald “a 
disaster for Cambridge¬ 
shire”. 

The county’s 
Conservative MPs have 
championed the scheme 
- as recently as last week 
in the case of 
Huntingdonshire’s 
Jonathan Djanogly - but 
their colleague, transport 
secretary Philip 
Hammond, dealt the 
blow. 

He said: “The 
Government has made 
clear its most urgent 


priority is to tackle the 
UK’s record budget 
deficit, in order to restore 
confidence in the 
economy and support the 
recovery. 

“The Department for 
Transport will play a full 
part in the spending 
review which will be 
reporting in the autumn. 

“Only once the

John Bridge, chief 
executive of 
Cambridgeshire 
Chambers of Commerce, 
said the delay would only 
add to the costs of the 
project. 

He told the Weekly News: 
“It’s a disaster for 
Cambridge, for 
Cambridgeshire, the 
region and the country. 

“If we want to be 
economically vibrant and 
attract investment we 
need infrastructure, 
particularly road 


infrastructure, that’s fit 
for purpose.” 

Cllr Roy Pegram, 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s growth chief, 
said the authority would 
continue to work on the 
project. 

He said: “Frankly, this is 
one project the 
Government and the 
country can’t afford to 
put on hold. 

“Anybody who lives in 
Cambridgeshire knows 
the cost in lives this road 
has seen.” 


Former jockey 
faces domestic 
violence charge 


A FORMER amateur 
jockey and racehorse 
trainer has appeared in 
court accused of 
domestic violence. 

Nicholas Moore, 37, was 
described as a “chronic 
alcoholic” when he was 
released on bail by 
magistrates to undergo a 
three-month alcohol 

rehabilitation course. 

Moore, who has worked 
with some of the top names 
in racing including top jumps 
trainer David Pipe and flat 
race trainer Ed Dunlop, is 
accused of harassment 
causing fear of violence and 
using violence to enter 
premises. 

He was ordered not to drink 
any kind of alcohol and was 
banned from contacting the 
alleged victim Meredith 
Moore or going to Stud Lodge, 
Exning Road, Newmarket, 
where the offences are said to 
have happened. 

Moore, of Falmouth Street, 
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Newmarket, was arrested and 
held in custody after breaking 
previous bail conditions 
which ordered him not to 
drink. 

Nikki Miller, prosecuting at 
Bury St Edmunds magistrates’ 
court, said Moore originally 
appeared in court on May 24 
following alleged incidents on 
May 20. 

She said he had been 
released on bail with a 
condition that he took up a 
place with Providence 
Project, a rehabilitation 
organisation based in 
Bournemouth. 

But he got drunk after 
being released from court and 
appeared back in court the 
following day for breaking a 
drinking ban imposed by the 
magistrates. 

Mrs Miller said he again 
appeared in court on May 27 
when it was confirmed that 


the placing at the Providence 
Project’s clinic, arranged 
through Newmarket-based 
charity Racing Welfare, was 
still available and he could go 
there on June 7. 

But Moore appeared in 
court again on June J for 
breaking bail conditions by 
being found “drunk on the 
highway”. 

He was remanded in 
custody until the latest 
hearing when a worker from 
the Providence Project was in 
court ready to take him 
straight to Bournemouth. 

Moore’s solicitor Michael 
Whatley said: “He apologises 
for the inconvenience he has 
caused - not only to the 
court, but to everyone else. 

“The problem is that he is a 
chronic alcoholic and can’t 
stop drinking - even for a 
short time.” 

The case was formally 
adjourned until July 5 when 
he is not due to appear as 
long as he is still on the 
rehabilitation course.

“It is now a town on 
the up, largely thanks to 
his work and that of St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council.” 

He also spoke about 
local opposition to plans 
for 1,200 new homes in 
Newmarket, and how 
the Government is 


“giving power back to 
the people”. 

He said: “The regional 
spatial strategy was 
forcing through an 
inappropriate proposal 
to build thousands of 
homes and an industrial 
park in the middle of 
Newmarket, which the 
council found itself 
powerless to reject - but 
no more. 

“The people were 
given their voice and 
their democratically- 
elected councillors voted 
unanimously to reject 
the proposal.” 

After the debate, he 
said: “As I sat waiting to 
be called, listening to 
speech after speech by 
some very accomplished 
orators, I did become 
more than a little 
nervous. 

“It was an honour and 
a privilege to be able to 
speak on behalf of the 
people of West Suffolk in 
Parliament. 

“I am extremely glad I 
made it through without 
a hitch. The next time I 
am on the green 
benches waiting to be 
called, I will at least have 
the comfort that I have 
done it before.”

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A BURWELL soldier killed in 
Afghanistan has been honoured by 
his old primary school.

The trophy will be awarded annually to 
two outstanding young sportspeople and 
was paid for using donations from locals at 
the village’s Fox pub. 

Sandy Cater, business manager for 
Burwell Village College Primary School, 
said: “It was amazing to have all 430 pupils 
sitting outside the school for the 
presentation of the trophy 

“Robbie was known as a superb 
sportsman, who represented Newmarket 
Rugby Club on several occasions, so it’s 


fitting to name this trophy after him. 

“The flag was flying high and we have a 
dedication to Robbie at the bottom of the 
pole. 

“This trophy is another way to 
remember Robbie, who is missed by many 
people in the village. 

“It was a particularly poignant occasion 


because soldiers from Robbie’s battalion 
were to march through Cambridge in the 
evening for their homecoming parade. 

“It was excellent that some of his 
colleagues were able to come and talk 
about him to the children.” 

Private Hayes’s funeral was held at St 
Mary’s Church, Burwell, with full military 


honours, on January 29. 

Speaking at the time, Captain Ian 
Robinson said: “He displayed the moral 
courage of being the guy at the front of his 
section, leading them into areas where he 
knew - and they knew - IEDs awaited 
them. That takes a very real degree of 
courage.”

MP launches ‘affordable’ housing site 


A £1.2 MILLION development of 
“affordable” homes was officially 
opened by new MP Matthew 
Hancock. 

The 10 homes in West Row have 
been built by the Havebury 
Housing Partnership to provide 
housing for young people with 
family ties in the area. 

The development, at Cornflower 
Close, West Row, attracted a 
£795,000 grant from the Govern¬ 
ment’s Housing Corporation. It was 
carried out after a housing needs 
survey involving Mildenhall Parish 
Council and Forest Heath District 
Council. 


Mr Hancock, elected last month 
as Conservative MP for West Suffolk, 
said: “This sort of high quality, 
affordable housing, in keeping with 
the existing village, is exactly what 
we need in West Suffolk. 

“It has been welcomed by the 
parish council, and will play an 
important part in making sure that 
good local housing is available for 
local people.” 

Cllr Marion Fairman-Smith, 
district council member champion 
for housing, said: “This is a very 
welcome development for Forest 
Heath. As a rural authority it is vital 
that we can assist in the develop¬ 


ment of rural housing to allow 
people to stay in their communities. 
We are working with other parishes 
to help develop more rural housing 
schemes.” 

The 10 two-bedroom houses, 
which have been let at £85.85 per 
week, benefit from solar water 
heating, high levels (400mm) of roof 
insulation and other environmental 
features. 

Planning permission was granted 
for the project as an ‘exception’ site, 
built outside the village boundary, 
and the land was identified and 
purchased through Circle Anglia. 
The building contractor was Lovell.

Youngsters given an 
insight into industry 


YOUNGSTERS from an 
inner city horse project 
visited Newmarket's Brit¬ 
ish Racing School to find 
out about the racing 
industry. 

A total of 11 youngsters be¬ 
tween the ages of 12 and 15, 
from Stepney Bank Stables, 
Newcastle’s inner city com¬ 
munity horse project (right), 
spent two days in Newmarket in 
which they watched horses on 
the gallops and visited a training 
yard, the British Horseracing 
Museum and the National Stud. 

They were able to try the 
mechanical racehorse simu¬ 
lators at the racing school and 
watch students galloping the 
horses. 

The Stepney Bank Stable 
project started in 1992 with two 
donkeys and now has space for 
27 horses and ponies as well as 
more than 400 regular users. 

Sara Newson, youth develop¬ 
ment officer at Stepney Bank, 
said: “This is not something we 
would ever normally get to do 
with the youngsters and this has 
given them the chance to see a 
whole different industry. They 



have all been so excited about 
their trip to Newmarket.” 

Gemma Dawson, finance 
director at the Racing School, 
said: “We work with organis¬ 
ations such as Stepney Bank to 
give those young people, who 
would not otherwise have the 
opportunity, the chance to 
enjoy a trip away 

“We find it can be very 
rewarding for the young people 
as well as their instructors. One 
of the guiding principles of the 
British Racing School is that our 
training is available to everyone, 
regardless of their background 
or ability to pay and as such we 
work hard to ensure we recruit 
from all areas of the country.”

Two are fined for 
being abusive 


A JUDGE said abuse 
directed at police and 
door staff outside night¬ 
clubs “has got to be 
stopped”. 

Crown court Recorder 
Richard Sutton QC made 
the comment when he 
fined two men for in¬ 
volvement in threatening 
behaviour after they 
were ejected from De 
Niro’s in Newmarket. 

Lee Davis, 34, and Sam 
Williams, 24, were arrest¬ 
ed when they continued 
to be abusive in front of 
police officers, Ipswich 
Crown Court heard. 

Mr Recorder Sutton 
said: “It is not uncom¬ 
mon outside clubs as a 
result of something that 
has happened inside for 
the bouncers and police 
to get involved and anger 
is directed at them for no 
good reason. 

“That has got to be 
stopped. It causes all 
sorts of problems. It is all 
too common these days.” 

Prosecutor Robert 
Sadd said that Davis, of 
Highfields, Saffron Wal¬ 
den, and Williams, of 
High Road, Loughton, 
Essex, were led 
struggling from the club 
on July 18 last year by 


door staff who had seen 
a man being kicked on 
the floor. 

Williams alleged that 
the man who was being 
kicked had stolen his 
partner’s handbag. 

He made threats 
against the man in front 
of police officers and 
made a racist remark. 

Mr Sadd said the 
handbag was later found 
on the floor inside the 
club with the contents 
intact. 

Davis and Williams 
admitted using threaten¬ 
ing behaviour. Williams 
also admitted a racially- 
aggravated public order 
offence. 

Davis was fined £500 
and was ordered to pay 
£200 prosecution costs 
with a further £200 
towards his own defence 
costs. 

Williams was fined a 
total of £750 and also 
told to pay £200 prose¬ 
cution costs and £200 
towards his own defence 
costs. 

William Davis, defend¬ 
ing, said both Williams 
and Davis denied kicking 
the man on the floor. 
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Inquest opens 
on fire victim 

AN inquest has been opened into the 
death of a man in a house fire. 

Vitaliy Bidula, a 28-year-old Ukrainian 
national living and working in 
Newmarket, died after the blaze 
which took place in the town’s Exeter 
Road at 2.20pm on Tuesday, June 8. 
An inquest was opened and 
adjourned at the coroner’s office in 
Bury St Edmunds on Monday. 

A post mortem examination 
concluded Mr Bidula died as a result 
of smoke inhalation and carbon 
monoxide poisoning. The death is not 
being treated as suspicious. 

A joint Suffolk police and fire service 
investigation into the fire has been 
carried out and police are satisfied 
that there was no third party 
involvement. 

Specials prove to 
be very special 

TWO part-time police officers were 
among the winners at the Suffolk 
force’s annual awards. 

The volunteer officers, based at 
Mildenhall, received their awards at 
a presentation evening at the force’s 
Martlesham Heath headquarters, 
near Ipswich. 

Special Inspector Barbara Zion, from 
Mildenhall, received the Godfrey 
Challenge Cup in recognition of the 
commitment she has given. 

A spokeswoman said: “Her 
dedication and willingness to accept 
extra responsibility has helped the 
Special Constabulary to provide an 
outstanding level of service.” 

The other winner was a new recruit, 
Special Constable David Button. 

He received the Turner Shield in 
recognition of his dedication to his 
role as a probationer Special 
Constable in the Mildenhall and 
Brandon areas. 

Man bailed on 
gun charge 

A MAN has been released on bail 
after being arrested on suspicion of 
illegal possession of a gun. 

The 40-year-old was arrested in 
Newmarket around lunchtime last 
Wednesday after a number of police 
vehicles were called to the Crown 
Walk area just off the High Street. 
Police were alerted when a man was 
seen in a distressed state outside the 
town’s police station in Vicarage 
Road. 

A subsequent search of his home is 
understood to have resulted in the 
discovery of a firearm. 

He was taken to Bury St Edmunds 
police station for questioning and 
was later released on bail to return on 
July 19. 

People carrier to

A POLICE team dedicated to tackling 
anti-social behaviour around night 
clubs and late bars has been 
provided with a new people-carrier 
vehicle. 

The Suffolk police Night Time

Ruth Rogers, chairman of the police 
authority, who was one of the team which 
chose Mr Parr, said he was picked to take 
on tough financial decisions. 

The force has been told it will lose £1.2 
million in Government funding this year and 
has put a freeze on staff recruitment. 

Mrs Rogers told the Weekly News: “We 
had a very good field to choose from. 

There were four on the shortlist - two men 
and two women. 

“We felt that Simon would be able to take 


the force forward in what are going to be 
difficult times and would be able to work 
well with the various other authorities.” 

And she praised the work of Mrs Spence, 
who has turned the force around since she 
took over five years ago. 

Mrs Rogers said: “Julie’s tenure has been 
exemplary and I would like to record my 
thanks to her for her strong, committed and 
energetic leadership. She has always put 
the needs of the people of Cambridgeshire 
and Peterborough at the forefront of her 
thinking.” 

Mr Parr is 49 years old and has 27 years’ 
police service. 

He first joined Sussex Police in May 1983 
and was appointed Assistant Chief 
Constable for Hertfordshire in 2004 and 
Deputy Chief Constable in June 2007. 

He has been responsible for tackling 
serious and organised crime, and the 
investigation of murder and other serious 
offences. 

With Sussex Police, he was involved in 
the management of the Lewes floods in 
2000, and the public order policing of 
several party conferences in Brighton. 

He led the police response after the 
explosion and fire at the Buncefield Oil 
Terminal in December 2005. 


Horse ‘run to lose’ 
authority alleges 


A NEWMARKET race¬ 
horse trainer and a 
jockey based in the 
town are among eight 
people facing a disci¬ 
plinary hearing by rac¬ 
ing's administrators. 

The British Horseracing 
Authority has charged trainer 
leff Pearce, whose stables are 
in Old Station Road, New¬ 
market, and jockey lerry 
O’Dwyer, in connection with 
the running and riding of a 
horse at Lingfield two years 
ago. 

Former Classic-winning 
trainer Geoff Huffer, who had 
stables in the town, is one of 
the others to have been 
charged following Sabre

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Light’s fifth-placed finish in 
the Holly And The Ivy 
Claiming Stakes on December 
17, 2008. 

The five other people facing 
the disciplinary panel - to be 
convened at a future date - 
are Gary Banham, Mark 
Benton, Peter Root, Sharon 
Williams and Fran O’Brien, 
who runs the Waggon and 
Horses pub in the High Street. 

The BHA had been alerted 
over the betting patterns 
before the race and Pearce 
has been charged with 
breaching a number of the 
rules of racing. 

These include “committing 


or conspiring with others for 
the commission of a corrupt 
or fraudulent practice in 
relation to racing.” 

It is alleged that the horse 
was run to lose so that 
backers could “lay” bets. 

Pearce is also charged with 
concealing Sabre Light’s true 
ownership, for failing to reveal 
to the BHA the existence of a 
second mobile phone when 
interviewed, and for passing 
on inside information to 
Huffer about horses not 
owned by him for material 
reward or benefit. 

Huffer, who is alleged to 
have owned Sabre Light, faces 
charges of similar breaches, 
for laying the horse to lose 
and for misleading the BHA. 

The pair could face sus¬ 


pension or exclusion from 
racing from six months to 10 
years. 

O’Dwyer is charged with a 
breach of Rule 157 - 

intentionally failing to ensure 
Sabre Light ran on his merits - 
and could also face a lengthy 
disqualification if found 
guilty. 

The BHA reveals the 
various betting accounts 
risked just under £109,000 on 
the race and won just under 
£30,000. 

Banham, Benton, Root and 
Williams face charges of being 
involved with laying or 
instructing to lay Sabre Light, 
while O’Brien is alleged to 
have held himself out as the 
owner.

Youth worker dies in 
crash with lorry on A14 


TRIBUTES have been paid 
to a “bright and bubbly” 
youth worker who was 
killed in a crash on the 
A14. 

Keziah Smit, 20, was driving 
her Renault Clio when it collided 
with a Mercedes articulated lorry 
which was parked in a layby near 
the junction with the All, 
between Newmarket and 
Kentford. 

Her vehicle went under the 
lorry in the incident, which 
happened at 6.30pm last 
Wednesday. She was pronoun¬ 
ced dead at the scene. 

Miss Smit, of Jubilee Terrace, 
Ely, was a Christian youth worker 
for the Youth for Christ org¬ 
anisation, travelling around 
churches and schools in the Ely 
and Newmarket area to help 
promote religious studies. 

Miss Smitwas also a youth 
worker at the Christ Church in 
Moreton Hall, Bury St Edmunds. 
She was on her way there when 
the collision happened. 

Miss Smit was engaged to Alex 
Theobald, 27, a fellow youth 
worker at the Suffolk-based 
church and they planned to get 
married in October. 

Her fiance is currently 
volunteering in Laos, South East 
Asia, where the couple planned 
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to help develop a missionary 
movement together in the 
future. 

Miss Smit’s parents, who live 
in Harlow, heard about their 
daughter’s death just hours after 
it happened and Mr Theobald 
has also been told the news. 

The Rev Patrick Brandon, of 
the Oliver Tree Fellowship in 
Silver Street, Ely, said: “Keziah 
was such an amazing young 
woman. 

“She was full of life wherever 
she went and whatever she did 
and so many people know her. 

“She was full of sparkle and 
was always laughing - she will be 
hugely missed. 

“Her and her partner had such 
ambition and it is just so sad that 
she has been taken from us so 
young.” 

Miss Smit not only worked 
with young children but also 
vulnerable teenagers, many of 
whom she tried to help through 
religion. 

The Rev Jonathan Ford, vicar 
of the Christ Church in Moreton 
Hall, said: “Keziah was a 
committed Christian who was 
intelligent and outgoing. 



“She was so bright and bubbly. 
Everyone is in total shock about 
what has happened and she will 
be greatly missed. 

“We have all known her for 
around a year, but in that short 
time she has truly touched our 
hearts with her kindness and 
ambition.” 

The driver of the lorry in the 
crash was unhurt.

Nikki Miller, pros¬ 
ecuting, said the couple 
had gone out for a meal at 
the Golden Lion pub in 
Newmarket before going 
on to the Five Bells. 

Miss Page had six pints 
of Carlsberg and Hough¬ 
ton had eight pints of 
cider. 

Afterwards they went 


home where the incident 
happened. 

Miss Page was left with a 
bloody nose, sore head 
and back pain. 

Mrs Miller said Hough¬ 
ton had been given a 
caution in April, 2008, for 
causing actual bodily 
harm to Miss Page. 

Mark Thompson, 
Houghton’s solicitor, said 
the couple’s relationship 
had been “rocky for some 
time” before the incident. 

He said the incident 
happened when Hough¬ 
ton started using the 
computer and Miss Page 
asked: “Are you chatting to 
your girlfriends on 
Facebook again?” 

Mr Thompson said 
Houghton accepted he 
had “lost his rag” and had 
caused damage inside the 
house. 

He said the couple’s 
relationship was now 
“definitely over.”

As he makes his return to the theatre after a nine-year break, the 
acclaimed stage and screenwriter Jonathan Harvey tells The Guide 
why his new play is the boldest thing he’s ever written - and his panic 
at condensing 50 years of Coronation Street into a single night 


unflinching story about family, 
honesty and forbidden love 
spanning four decades in 
Liverpool and London. 

Laced with magical touches 
and pitch black humour, Canary 
explores politics, policing and 
attitudes towards sexuality 
against the changing backdrop of 
modern Britain from 1960s, Mary 
Whitehouse’s Festival of Light, 
through the Thatcher years, and 
to the present day of civil 
partnerships and an equal age of 
consent. 

Canary was first 



commissioned for the Capital 
of Culture year (2008) but 
Harvey says he wasn’t happy 
with his first attempt. “I 
realised I hadn’t written the 
play I wanted to write,” he 
says. “So I threw it away and 
started from scratch and wrote 
the more ambitious and bolder 
piece I wanted to write. 

“I have long wanted to write 
a play that followed a few 
characters over a long period 
of time. I love the challenge 
and scope of that idea. I have 
seen many changes in how 
gay people have been treated 
over the years and allowed to 
live their lives, so it felt a 
natural thing to write about. I 
read lots of oral testimonies of 
gay men over the years and 
pieced together my characters 
from various experiences that 
those men had. 

“Gay people historically 
haven’t had children to pass 
their stories down to. AIDS 
wiped out so much of the gay 
community in the 80s and 
90s, and I wanted to make 
sure their stories were not 


forgotten either. Years ago I 
was interviewed by a radio DJ 
who told me that he’d had 
aversion therapy in the 60s 
and had then bumped into his 
therapist years later. That 
image had always stuck with 
me, and I wanted to write 
about that too. 

“It’s the boldest thing I’ve 
ever written,” Harvey says of 
the play, which premiered at 
the Liverpool Playhouse in 
April. “When trying to find a 
character that summed up 
how much has changed for 
gay men these days I looked 
to TV presenters such as John 
Barrowman and Graham 
Norton - gay men with no 
need to hide their sexuality 
who are hugely popular. That 
is how I came up with one of 
my characters, Russell, a 
successful TV host.” 

Canary is directed by 
BAFTA Award-winner Hettie 
Macdonald, who is reunited 
with Harvey, having directed 
both the original stage and film 
versions of his award-winning 
play, Beautiful Thing.

“She makes me work hard 
and constantly questions me, 
pushing to make the play 
better and better,” says Harvey. 
“This play is a nightmare to 
stage. Scores of characters 
and locations, but I was 
always confident Hettie would 
find a way to present it. The 
biggest challenge was to not 
confuse the audience. The play 
jumps backwards and 


forwards in time. 

“We had to find a way of 
doing this with the minimum of 
props and furniture and not 
have the audience wondering 
when and where each scene 
was set.” 

Harvey’s next theatre 
project will combine television 
and theatre, portraying 50 
years of Coronation Street in a 
single evening on stage as part 


of the soap’s anniversary 
celebrations. 

“It’s at the Lowry in 
Manchester in August,” he 
says. “50 years of Corrie in 
one night -1 must be mad!”

The big film 



GREENBERG (15,107 mins) 
Comedy. Ben Stiller, Greta Gerwig,

MISERY loves company - our 
company - in writer-director Noah 
Baumbach’s deeply depressing 
character study, based on a story 
conceived with his wife, actress 
Jennifer Jason Leigh. 

The film provides funnyman Ben Stiller 
with a rare opportunity to prove 
himself as an actor. 

Unfortunately, the gifted comedian 
doesn’t possess the emotional range 
to embody his nuanced role with 
conviction, undermining sterling work 
from the rest of the cast. 

Co-star Greta Gerwig, one of the 
leading lights of the low-budget, 
mumblecore indie film circuit, leads 
the way with a sweet, charming and at 
times heartbreaking performance that 
reveals the chinks in her character’s 
brittle armour. 

Regrettably the focal point of the film 
is Roger Greenberg (Stiller), a 40- 
year-old malcontent who walked away 
from a recording contract and 
potential fame and fortune with his 
band, Magic Marker. 

He gave up everything to become a 
carpenter - a useful trade to smooth 
out the rough edges of Stiller’s 


wooden performance. 

He moves temporarily to Los Angeles 
to house-sit for his brother Phillip 
(Messina) and keep an eye on the 
family dog, a German shepherd 
named Mahler. 

Phillip’s personal assistant Florence 
(Gerwig), who is still raw from a 
recent break-up, pops in every day to 
run errands and tend to the mutt. 

She is strangely drawn to Roger and 
the pair begin an off-on-off-on-off 
romance that does both of them more 
emotional damage than good. 
Meanwhile, Roger rebuilds bridges 
with former band-mate, Ivan (Ifans), 
and tries to motivate himself to build a 
dog kennel. 

Greenberg is unremittingly bleak and 
the central character doesn’t have one 


likeable facet. 

“I throw a party last minute and then I 
am disappointed when nobody 
comes,” laments Roger at one point. 
Surprisingly no one informs him that 
his noticeable lack of company is 
probably because he sucks the life out 
of a room simply by entering it. 

Why a beautiful young woman like 
Florence, emotionally wounded though 
she may be, would give him one 
glance, let alone two, is a mystery. 
“Life is wasted on... people,” 
proclaims Roger at one point - it’s 
certainly wasted on him because all 
he does is hurt the people around him 
without any thought for the 
repercussions. 

The end of this 107-minute therapy 
session cannot come quickly enough.

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Make the most of patio 
climbers in containers 



I f you need height 
and colour on your 
patio and you have a 
couple of large pots to 
hand, there's still time 
to plant a mixture of 
climbers to cover an 
obelisk or wigwam this 
summer to provide you 
with a riot of colour. 

Sweet peas are the most 
obvious choice and are still 
available in garden centres. 
Just a small pot of them 
should give you enough 
plants to cover canes or other 
supports and when they 
flower you should cut them 
regularly to give you the same 
scent and colour indoors as 
you’ll have outside. 

With sweet peas, the more 
you pick, the more prolific 
the flowering will become. 
Don’t let them run to seed or 
the plant takes that as an 
indicator that flowering is 
over and will stop producing 
more blooms. 

Some clematis work really 
well in pots and good garden 
centres can recommend 
suitable types for the size of 
the pot and the area you have

to cover. Clematis which 
build up a framework of 
branches, such as the early 
and mid-season hybrids, are 
the easiest to train, but take 
note of the height they’ll 
reach before investing. 

Good specimens for pots 
include C. ‘The President’, 
which has deep purple blue 
flowers from late spring to 
early autumn, growing to 3 m 
(10ft) and C. ‘Edith’, which 
bears large white flowers and 
deep red anthers, growing to 
2m (6ft). 

Some climbing annuals 
can provide a blaze of colour 
during the summer months, 
including black-eyed Susan 
(Thunbergia alata), which is 
perennial in its native Africa, 
but an annual here. Its stems 
wrap around supports to 


reach 2.5m (8ft) and it 
produces pretty yellow or 
orange flowers with a 
chocolate eye from summer 
through to autumn. Put it in a 
sheltered spot, shaded from 
the hottest sun. 

If you have a sunny corner 
and you want a tropical feel 
to your patio, invest in the 
canary creeper (Tropaeolum 
peregrinum), which 
produces bright yellow 
flowers with large upper 
petals that look like a bird’s 
wings, it will flower all 
summer and can reach up to 
4m (13ft) tall. 

Of course, no obelisk 
would be complete without 
nasturtiums, those sizzling 
flowers in shades of acid 
yellow, orange and red, which 
can ideally be placed near the 
kitchen so you can add the 
peppery leaves and flowers to 
salads. Look for the climbing 
varieties such as T. majus 
‘Jewel of Africa’ andT. majus 
‘Tall Single Mixed’ to give you 
columns of colour all 
summer long. 

Other climbers which are 
ideal for containers include 
Morning Glory (Ipomoea 
tricolor), a half-hardy annual 
with large, trumpet-shaped 


flowers in blue or purple 
which will reach 1.5m (5ft) in 
a pot, Clematis ‘Evening Star’ 
and ‘Kingfisher’, as well as 
Trachelo sp ermum 
jasminoides ‘Variegatum’, 
one of the best-scented white 
climbers, which bears 
showers of starry white 
flowers which turn cream as 
they age. 

When choosing a climber 
for the patio, select a 
container at least 45cm (18in) 
deep and wide. Plants always 
do better in larger pots. Bear 
in mind that one container 
thoughtfully positioned can 
serve as a focal point. It you 
want more than one pot, 
plant matching or toning 
plants in containers grouped 
around it, but not masking 
the climber itself. Make sure 
the grouped pots are similar 
in style and colour. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Astrantia 

These dainty-looking 
perennials, with basal 
clumps of divided foliage 
topped with small flowers, 
often whitish-green or 
bluish-pink, grow to 60cm 
(24in), an ideal height for the 
middle of a border. They’re 


extremely easy to grow in any 
soil in either sun or partial 
shade. Astrantias have soft, 
subtle colours which fit into 
most colour schemes. A. 
major ‘Sunningdale 
Variegated’ contrasts well 
with the purple foliage of 
Viola labradorica in spring, 
while its white flowers make 
a cool companion against 
sizzling red crocosmias. 

Other good varieties include 
A. major involucrata ‘Shaggy’, 
which has white flowers with 
a collar of long petals, A. 


major ‘Rubra’ with plum- 
coloured flowers and A. 
major ‘Claret’, one of the 
darkest-flowered astrantias, 
with deep, ruby red 
pincushion-like flowers with 
a ruff of longer bracts than 
many other varieties. 
Although it is an old cottage- 
garden favourite, this 
astrantia works equally well 
in contemporary-style 
plantings. Add plenty of 
organic matter to the soil 
before planting and don’t let 
them dry out.

“The move by BMW to 
include these items of 
equipment as standard, 
with barely an increase in 
price over the outgoing 
model, is likely to prompt a 
similar move by rivals,” adds 
Crosthwaite. 

“The additional luxuries 
offered on the new 5-Series 
will be of great benefit when 
reselling the car, and it 
seems inevitable that 
BMW’s competitors will 
follow suit,” he concludes.

research.” 

Naylor points 
out that 17 per 
cent of drivers say 
the web influences 
their choice of 
used car: “To put 
that in 

perspective, the 
figure was just 10 
per cent two years 
earlier.” 

But TV car 
shows have 
considerably less 
influence than 
they might hope,” 
states Naylor. “Just 
6 per cent in our 
poll said 

programmes such 
as Top Gear and 
Driven influence 
the choice of used 
car. But even that 
figure is higher 
than that quoted 
for car TV 
advertisements, 
with just 5 per 
cent saying these 
influenced 
choice.” 

Meanwhile, the 
luxury end of the

OLIVER Jarvis had a silver lining to an 
otherwise disappointing debut Le 
Mans 24-Hour Endurance race. 

The 26-year-old from Burwell - 
partnering Christian Bakkerud 
(Denmark) and Christijan Albers 
(Netherlands) - suffered mechanical 
problems in the closing stages with 
their diesel-engined Audi RIO TDI in 
the classic endurance race. 

And that was after race day started 
badly for Jarvis, who arrived at the 
track to find several personal items 
had been stolen. 

“A helmet, two race suits, a HANS 
device (the medically-approved device 
to minimize neck injuries in an 
accident), earplugs plus two pairs of 
boots had been stolen - it was the 
worst morning ever for me,” said the 
driver. 

However, to ease Jarvis’ woe he was 
named Le Mans Rookie of the Year for 
his performance in qualifying, where 
he helped put the car 13th on the 
55-car grid. 

The race itself was looking quite 
healthy, with Jarvis and his team¬ 
mates moving up to seventh with 
three hours to go. They had completed 
331 laps of the 8.4mile course when 
gearbox problems struck. 

“It was a great shame I didn’t finish, 
but the object of competing in this 
year’s race was for the future because 
I’d love to one day race in this category 
on a regular basis,” said Jarvis. 

“I learned with every lap while the 
atmosphere was simply amazing. I was 
running seventh and, as it turned out, 
we would have been fourth behind the 
‘factory’ diesel-engined Audi cars.”

Whatever the outcome, 
a frustrated McAleese 
said the injury meant it 
was unlikely he would 
box again until the 
title bout. 

He said: “We’ve got to 
be careful because you 
don’t want to try again 
too soon and cause 
more problems. 

“I’m still going running 
every day and doing 
what I can do in 
training, but I’ve got a 
holiday booked in July 
and then I’ll have an 
eight-week training 
camp leading up to 
the fight. 

“I’ll just have to go 
straight into the fight 
now, but we’ll do the 
right preparation 
for it.”
